ROADS TO RUN EVERYWHERE. 


American Syndicate Will Connect 
Cuba’s North and South Ports. 
NDW YORK, Sept. 23.—Gen. A. G. Green- 
wood, who has just returned from Cuba, 
has the following to say of Cuban rail- 

roads: 

“Within a short time the construction 
of a railroad will probably be begun, 
which will make every point of importance 
in Cuba easy of access. We have the right- 
of-way, we have the concessions and we 
have the money. 

“It is our purpose to have a main line 
through the tsland, and to do this we must 
build a road from Santa Clara to Santiago 
de Cuba, a distance of about 400 miles. 
Then we will build branches to the main line | 
from every port on the north and gouth side 
of the island. This means the building of | 
more than 850 miles of road at a cost of 
at least $25,000,000. 

“London and Boston capitalists have 
financed the undertaking.’’ The surveys have 
be@én-made, and all that is necessary to per- 
mit the commencement of the work of con- 
struction is the repeal of the Foraker 
resolution. This, we have every reason to 
belMeve, will be repealed in the early days 
of the coming session. We shall rush the 
work and give Cuba a railroad eystem that 
will prove of incalculable benefit in the 
development of her many resources.”

But Kruger is a man of deepest religious faith. It is his 
life. And to it, he attributes whatever power he may heve. 

He may be right in a very practical sense. Bagehot, quoting 
Cromwell's order to his soldiers to “trust in God and keep 
their powder dry,” rebukes the scoffers, reminding them that 
the man’s common sense was heightened and his vision 
sharpened by faith. Faith, he says, carries one through many 
difficulties, insurmountable by ordinary human wisdom. : 

Anyhow, if Kruger’s faith gives way, it is difficult to per- 
ceive any salvation for his people. He may. vanquish the 
British soldiers with a flash of his eye, but he certainly is 
at a disadvantage from a military point of view. 

Now that the Post-Dispatch has exposed Chicago's plan to 
obtain Gov. Tanner’s permit to open the Drainage Canal, 
keep the fact secret, and open the ditch before St. Louis can 
get a writ of injunction, St. Louis officials should have the 
closest watch possible kept, to guard against such a coup. 
The proverb that “possession is nine points of the law,” will 
apply in this case. The canal once opened, it will be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to undo the mischief.

EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY. 


The revelatious in Friday's Post-Dispatch dispel the mys- 
tery of executive clemency.

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MARCONI'S CURVES. 


Marconi, the great wireless telegraph man, has arrived in 
this country, and will report the coming international yacht 
race for the Post-Dispatch and New York World by his new 
method. 

The baseball pitcher can fling a curve with a small sphere 
of visible and ponderable matter. Marconi performs the mar- 
velous feat of flinging a wave of electricity 80 miles, without 
wires, around the earth's curve. It almost gives one curvature 
of the intellect to think of it. 

For a time, scientists were of the opinion that the bulge of 
the earth's spherical surface would prevent the use of wireless 
telegraphy unless poles were used of a height that was practi- 
cally out of the question. It wes supposed that Marconi would 
have to put his instruments high enough to “peek” over the 
horizon; other vise the electric wave would hit the top of that 
ever present hill and be defiected into space.

It is not to be supposed, however, that its adoption will not 
be bitterly opposed. All the buzzards of politics will unite 
against it. All the corporations which have run the Mis- 
souri Legislatures in the past will fight for their old privilege 
of naming candidates whom they can “own” as members of 
the Legislature.

CARPENTERS PLAN A STRIKE. 


and a Saturday Half Holiday. 

NPW YORK, Sept. 24.—Strikes of car- 
penters, affecting in all, it Is estimated, 
about 25:00 men, and which may involve 
many thousands of men in other branches 
of the building trades in sympathetic 
strikes, will be ordered at once, to enforce 
the demand of the Carpenters’ Union for 
wages of $4 a day and a Saturday hal 
holiday.

MORE SPEED IS WANTED. 
Admiral Hichborn Would Run Battle- 


ships Twenty Knots an Hour. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Rear Admiral 
Melville, engineer in chief, has in contem- 
plation a suggestion that three new battle- 
ships be given sufficient power and triple 
screws so that they may attain a maximum 
apeed of ® knots an hour.

NEGRO SHOT BY 
A PATRULMAN, 


Officer Biggio Fatally Wound- 
ed James Jones. 


JONES WAS TRYING TO ESCAPE. 


TWO NEGROES HAD ENGAGED IN 
DESPERATE COMBAT. 


An Eighth and Franklin Avenue Fight 
May Develop Into a Tragedy, 
as the Negro Cannot 
Live. 


Policeman Biggio of the Fourth District 
shot and probabiy fatally wounded James 
Jones, a negro, also known as iPnkeye, 
Saturday afternoon. 

The shooting occurred neat Eighth and 
Morgan streets. The negro was trying io 
escape from another officer when SBiggic 
fired at him. ‘ 

Jones and another negro named Joshua 
Mackley guarreled in the rear of Frank 
Lind’s grocery store at Eighth and Frank- 


lin avenue. Jones Was armed with an ax 
and was about to assault Mackley when 
J.ind cailed Patrolmen Powers and Lally 
to put a4 stop to the trouble. 
The policemen separated 


the men and 


escorted Jones, while Lally had Mackley 
in custody. 

Just before the box was reached Jones 
broke away from Powers and ran on 
Eighth street to Morgan street, Powers foij- 
lowed him and commanded hig to halt, but 
he kept running and Powers pulled his re- 
volver and fired a shot. 

The negro fell and was up against in an 
instant. 

Further down the street (Powers saw Pa- 
trolman Biggio approaching and called to 
him to stop the negro. Biggio tried to 1n- 
tercept Jones, but as he grabbed the negro 
dodged and struck at the policeman. 

Jones kept on his course, Straight down 
Eighth street, with the solicemen follow- 
ing, Biggio being nearest to him. Biggio 
did not have time to inquire what crime 


the negro had committed. He drew his re- 
volver and fired. Jones fel] in a heap just 
as he was about to dart into an alley. 

He was unconscious when picked up. 

At the City Dispensary it was found that 
a builet had lodged in his suine. Though 
he regained consciousness, he was com- 
pletely paralyzed, having lost even his 
power of speech.

Powers says he is quite sure the bullet 
he fired dig not strike the negro.

Biggio says that as the negro was abvut 
to rum into the alle¥ he made a threaten- 
ing movement as though about to druw a 
revolver. 

Jones was taken to the City Hospital, 
Where his injuries were pronounced fatal.
